A Picture of Desolation. 


London. July 29.—TM_ -House of 
rommoriH last night adopted the 
amended procedure rules as pn»posed 
by.Premier Asquith. The (Mincipal rule 
la th*. extension of ail the powers 
possessed by the chalhnan of the com¬ 
mittee .to the deputy chairman, the 
latter now being empowered to declare 
closure In debates. The new rules are 
Intended to facilitate the passage of 
Chancellor Lloyd-George's financial 
hill. Mr. Balfour and other opposition 
leaders strongly denounced the gov¬ 
ernment s action as placing parlia¬ 
ment under martial law. 


Madrid. July $$. — Late telephone 
advices form Barcelona describe the 
disturbance* as terrible, especially In 
the Pa rale to district, where the gen- 
darrnos are mounted. Art liter)* men 
charged the mobs with drawn sabre*. 
In the Place de Catalans, street cars 
wore burned and a carriage containing 
several correspondents was struck by 
bullets. Infantry guard the house of 
the civil governor and tho financial 
Institutions. 

Red Cross workers are giving aid to 
the wounded, the municipal doctor* 
being unable to attend to all.
